Mr.  Payne's 
incIinaUoD  is  to  get  the  bill  into  the 
house  at  the  earliest  practicable  mo- 
ment, and  his  plans  are  so  complete 
that  it  is  not  believed  he  will  yield 
for  a  mere  plea  to  offer  amendments, 
which  the  minority  as  well  as  the 
majority  know  will  not  be  acce'^ted. 

It  is  probable  that  a  compromise 
will  be  reached  and  that  the  Demo- 
cratic members  will  accept  a  proposi- 
tion which  will  permit  them  to  pre- 
sent their  amendments  on  the  floor. 
Mr.  Clark  indicated  that  his  principal 
plea  woold  be  for  that  privilege.  He 
said  he  did  not  consider  general  de- 
bate as  of  nearly  as  much  importance 
as  the  discussion  of  the  bill  parar 
graph  by  paragraph,  with  the  oppor- 
tunity to  suggest  changes  in  the  Tarl- 
ous  schedules.  It  is  therefore  prob- 
able that  if  Mr.  Payne  and  his  fellow 
Republican  members  of  the  commit- 
tee concede  this  privilege,  the  Demo- 
crats will  ae^pt  It  la  Uen  of  a  stmt* 
lar  privilege  in  comadtteo  and  make 
no  serious  protest  acfelnst  the  imme- 
diate reporting  of  the  bOL 

No  announcement  as  to  the  length 
off  time  that  will  be  given  for  debate 
has  been  bkAs.  aeoA  Mr.  Payne  is 
quite  wary  on  this  point.  Tlie  Ding- 
ley  bill  was  under  discussion  in  the 
house  for  oi^  ten  days,  and  of  that 
time  four  days  were  devoted  to  gen- 
eral debate.  It  was  considered  under 
a  rule  fixing  the  houra  of  meeting, 
limiting  the  time  ci  debate  and  pre- 
scribing the  method  of  offering 
amendmeots.  The  Democrats  still  re- 
member that,  under  the  regulation 
concerning  ammidnwnts  they  found 
no  opportunity  to  force  test  votes  on 
particular  schedales.  Under  the  rule 
the  committee  could  present  amend- 
ments at  any  time,  but  individual 
members  coii^  only  miggest  changes 
in  the  schedules  under  consideration. 
As  the  entire  six  days  were  devoted 
to  the  first  schedule,  dealing  with 
chemicals  and  drugs,  they  found  very 
little  (q>portunity  to  make  effective 
suggestions.  They  probaUy  will  re- 
sist such  a  rule  for  the  consideration 
of  the  present  bill. 

Whether  there  will  be  any  rule  reg- 
ulating the  crasideratlon  of  thf 
Payne  bill  rsnnains  to  be  seen.  It  ^ 
Mr.  Payne's  present  purpose  to  begin 
the  general  debate  before  asking  to 
have  a  rule  brou^t  in.  and  whether 
any  will  be  ordered  probably  will  da- 
pond  on  circumstaaoes.  He  expects 
also  to  give  somewhat  more  time  for 
the  consideration  of  the  bin  by  ttie 
house  than  was  given  to  the  Dinffley 
measure.

Personal  property  other  than  money 
or'  securities  bequeathed  to  a  corpo- 
ration or  association  organised  exclu- 
sively for  the  moral  or  sisi^  im- 
provement of  men  01^  women  or  for 
scientific,  patriotic  or  similar  pur- 
poses Is  made  exempt  from  the  tax.

SouChern  Pacific  Ciigbie  Cnwhes  Into 
Montreal  Station. 

Montreal,  Manch.lS.— Four  persons

The  bill  as  presented  lltertdiy  liands 
them  a  stone.  Employes  of  American 
tin  plate  mills  will  str^uonsly  oppose 
the  recommendation  te  the  bHl  on 
the  drawback  feature  as  applied  to 
tte  plate,  as  they  believe  they  rtiould 
secure  the  work,  nour  dene  te  Wales 
and  imported  under  the  provisions  of 
the  drawback  feature.

Origin  of  the  Monnonltes.

tobacco  plant  beds  by  the  flea  beetU 
is  declared  by  Mr.  Morj^an  to  Iinve 
bei'ii  (Titiit  ly  uiii!ec<'---.;i ry,  and  could 
have  been  prevented  by  the  farmers, 
had  they  fi.xed  their  plant  beds  so 
that  the  insects  could  not  have  crawl- 
ed in  at  the  sides  or  through  torn 
places  in  the  canvas.  He  tells  the 
tofoaceo  raisers  how  to  fix  their  plant 
beds  so  as  to  |)i(  vent  a  reix  iitinn  oi' 
the  loss.  However,  if  the  beetles  do 
gOT'in,  Mr.  Morgan  tells  the  farmers 
to  sprinkle  the  plants  with  a  solntion 
of  one-half  pound  of  arsenate  of  lead 
in  the  powdered  form,  or  one  poupd 
of  the  paste  to  twelve  or  sixteen  gal- 
lons of  the  solulioii  heinij  sunieient  for 
240  yards  ol  i)l;iii(  be<I.  This  solu- 
tion is  to  be  used  in  a  >pi;iy  pump, 
of  which  he  dcseiibes  several  kinds. 

Grasshoppers,  flea  beetles,  tree 
crickets,  etc.,  often  attack  the  young 
plants  soon  after  they  are  set  ont  in 
the  fields,  and  here  wjiw'm  the  -luutinn 
of  arsenate  of  lend  is  s;iid  to  b<-  a 
sure  remedy.  The  cost  i<  abou  1- lliii - 
ty-five  cents  per  acre.  Mr.  Morji^an 
s;iys  arsenate  of  lead  is  more  de- 
sirable for  use  on  tender  pbnts  than 
pans  gjeen,  and  he  gives  several 
reasons  for  this. 

Cutworms  are  also  another  source 
of  trouble,  and  lie  nifres  tbi-  t'armeis 
to  plow  np  the  fields  iu  the  fall  that 
are  to  be  i)ut  in  t(»bacco  the  next 
spring.  This  kills  out  large  numbers 
of  the  cutworms.  If  they  become 
bothersome,  he  says  to  mix  one  poimd 
of  pans  green  with  forty  gallons  of 
water;  dip  clover  into  this  and  scat- 
ter it  about  over  the  field:  ».r  a  bian 
nmsh  may  be  made.  He  warns  the 
farmers  to  keep  livp  stock  and  poul- 
try away  from  the  fields  whik  the 
poison  is  out 

Takii^  up  the  tobacco  worm,  which 
is  the  most  serious  menace  to  the  to- 
bacco crops  each  year,  Mr.  Morgan 
des<'ribes  how  tlie'nioth  lays  its  egg.-, 
avt  iagiug  1  n.m  (idO  to  1,100  to  each 
female;  how  the  eggs  hateh  in  from 
two  to  six  days,  according  to  tem- 
perature and  conditions;  how  the 
larva,  or  worm,  goes  into  the  ground 
in  about  three  weeks  to  pupate;  then 
finally  how  the  moth  lly  eineiiro; 
the  entire  op<Matio!i  from  ej;;::- laying 
to  the  appearance  of  the  moth  being 
from  six  to  eight  weeks.  The  larvae, 
or  Worms,  that  go  into  the  ground  in 
August  and  September,  will  not 
emerge  as  moths  until  the  next  May, 
Jime  or  July,  and  Mr.  Morgan  says 
that  if  the  fields  are  plowed 'up  as 
deeply  as  po^-ible  during  the  tall  a 
large  per  cent  will  be  thus  destioyed. 
He  says  that*  another  great  pre- 
ventive is  by  Doisoning  '^^imsom  weed" 
blossoms  wiu  cobalt,  and  thus  poison 
the  moths,  which  fly  about  them. 

He  says  pans  green  is  the  best 
thing  for  killing  out  the  worms  after 
they  ajipear  on  the  planls,  and  he  re- 
comnieds  that  air-slacked  lime  be 
mixed  with  the  paris  g^een,  about 
three  or  four  pounds  of  lime  to  one 
pound  of  paris  green,  and  this  be  ap- 
plied with  a  dust  gun.  It  is  best  to 
.p|i!y  it  to  the  plants  while  they  are 
damp  from  dew  or  rain,  a>  then  it  ad- 
heres better.  He  says  that  the  oper- 
ator need  fear  no  danger,  provided  he 
does  not  work  facing  the  wind.  "Go 
quartering  to  the  wind,  and  bathe 
thoroughly  the  whole  body  when  quit- 
ting work,"  is  his  suggestion. 

The  investigation  will  be  continued 
dui  ing  I  he  coming  summer,  and  it  is 
believed  that  with  the  start  already 
attained  methods  will  be  developed 
which  will  entirely  forestall  and 
eradicate  the  tobacco  worm  and  othev 
insects  which  prey  iq)on  tobacco  and 
cause  a  loss  of  thousands  of  dollars 
each  year.

sticks,  which  are  hung  on  these  lim  - 
ing chains,  and  carried  through.  This 
latter  is  the  method  rhostf^  employed 
when  redi^ing  nfistemined  to- 
bacco. 

The  machine  is  diATded'into  ><  \eii 
compartments,  each  20  leet  bug.  The 
first  three  arc  lini-d  uiili  niaiiy  coils 
of  j)ipe  for  conveyinj^  steam  heat. 
As  the  tobacco  moves  through  these 
it  is  thoroughly  dried  by  the  heat. 
The  first  compartment  hys  the  high- 
est temperature,  and  this  is  reduced 
as  the  tobacco  looses  its  moisture. 
Each  of  ihe>e  compa rf incnts  has  its 
thermometer,  so  the  operator  always 
knows  just  what  the  tenj^^rattfre  i-. 

The  fourth  compartment  is  foT 
cooling  the  tobacco  iafter  it  is  hot 
and  Ary.  This  is  equipped  with  a 
large  revolving  fi^i,  .  whi^  draws 
cold  air  down  through  specially  con*- 
struded  air  shafts.: 

Here  the  tobacco  is  cooled  so  that 
it  will  ease  properly  in  the  casing 
compartments. 

I'p  to  this  time  the  tobaccp  has 
come  in  contact  i^fChF^hbthing  but  hot 
and  eold  air,  add it  ha~  ui  nr 
through  these  four  compnrtiiK m-  it 
is  dry  enough  t<>  keep  for  ever. 

In  the  last  three  compartments  the 
itobacco  is  caM'd  so  that  it  eau  be 
packed  in  hogsheads.  These  are 
fitted  with  both  wat^r,  and  steam 
q>rays.  However  the  s^'am  and  wa- 
ter are  not  sprayed  directly  on  the 
leaf  but  on  the  floor  of  (he  machiiK'. 
from  which  the  vapor  ri>e>.  Thus 
giving  the  case  but  not  discolorinir 
the  leaf.  When  the  fobacco  emerges 
from  the  last  of  these''<*o<lit<artinents 
it  is.  ready  to  go  int# 'the  Jbogshead. 

Every  compartment  Imtf' a  hove  it  a 
rapidly  revolving  inn  'wlii<di  keeps 
the  nir  eontinuallv  cireiihiling,  pre- 
veuling  scorcliiug  aud  insuring  luii- 
form  dryin.g.  At  ijiterv^is  on  both 
sides  of  the  maehine  are^iittle  doors 
through  which  die  operator  may  see 
or  feol  tiie  tobacco  as  it  passes, 
^ns  every  precai(tiq|iuGi  allowed  aud 
taken  to  see  that  the  tobacco  goes 
through  under  the  ino>t  favoiablc 
condititui.s.  This  niadriue  has  a  re 
drying  capacity  of  40,000  pounds  p-  i 
day.  .  - 

The  tobacco  is  handed  directly 
from  the  machine  into  |tio  hogshead, 
where  it  is  prized  by  the  same  mo- 
tive power  that  oiieii>.te.>>  the  re<lryer. 
The  press  so  u>ed  i>  a  povvt'r  prc^-^, 
and  with  it  are  six  !l  a  i  rucks  on 
which  the  hogsheads  >el  as  tliey  are 
filled. 

The  hogsheads  i^re  rolled  alter- 
nately under  the  press,  and  it  keeps 
their  packers  and  tenders  busy  lo 
handle  all  of  the  tobacco  as  it  com« 
froui  the  rediyer. 

By  thi>  method  soft  winter  order 
tobacco  is  redryed,  properly  fuses, 
and  goes  into. -.the  hpgsh^d — to  b(> 
kept  there  indefinitely — in  from 
eighteen  to  forty  minutes  after 
reaching  the  maehine— whichever 
qpeed  the  operator  de-ires. 

As  a  practical  and  economical  way 
for  handling  large  quantities  of  hat 
tobacco  the  steam'  method  has  no 
equal.  r 

During  thd  winter  of  MOT-OS  iho 
writer  was  in  colse  touch  with  a 
plant  which  redryed  and  prized  over 
1500  hogsheads  '  for  farmers.  He- 
ceivin^  the  tobacco  in  any  condition 
they  brcmght  it  in,  keeping  every 
<'idp  separate,  and  redrying,  pricing, 
and  dehvering  aboard  oaJ«s  Jor  $1.00 
per  hundred.  During  the  past  two 
months  over  ]:?00  hogsheads  of  this 
tobacco  have  lK*en  saiupled  and  pass- 
ed on  and  every  hogshead  accepted 
by  the  purchasers*  as  sound  aiid 
sweet,  excepting  one  onlv:  And  this 
one  hogshead  was  not  badly  off 
probably  was  sKghtly  fhtdced  bef<.i< 
going  into  the  maciiine.  Hoth  liigii 
ides  came  out  in 
the  be>t  of  condition.  Every 
j county  iu  the  tobacco  growing  dis- 
[tricts  should  have  a  steam  redrjong 
plant,  ownwed  by  the  farmers  them- 
selves.

According  to  a  B^aa  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  police  at  Palermo, 'who 
claims  to  ^  the  only  witness  to  the 
murder,  the  crime  was  committed  by 
two  men,  who  came  upon  Pethosino 
suddenly  and  flred  at  him  when  a  few 
feet  distant.  The  assassins  immedi- 
ately tied  and  the  witness,  terrified 
at  the  tragedy,  also  ran  away.  Later 
he  visited  police  headtiuarters  and 
gave  a  brief  account  of  the  affair,  but 
he  was  unable  to  describe  the  mur- 
derers except  to  say  that  they  were 
both  short  in  stature.

Paris.  March  18.  —  Hm  latter  car- 
riers have  Joined  the  strike  of  the 

telegraphers,  telephone  operators  and 
mail  clerks  employed  by  the  post- 
office  department.  At  a  meetinc  they 
voted  by  a  large  majority  to  besin  a 

strike  this  morning  after  the  first  de- 
livery. Kight  hundred  i>ostmen  em- 
ployed in  the  delivery  of  newspapers 
and  parcels  went  out  after  the  distri- 
bution last  night. 

The  strike  movemont  is  gaining 
rapidly,  Paris  being  practically  iso 
lated  from  the  rest  of  France  and 
France  from  the  outside  world.  Plight 
thousand  strikers  met  last  night  and 
passed  a  resolutiu!!  to  nudBtate  the 
struggle  to  the  bitter  end. 

Premier  Clemenceau  declares  that 
the  government  is  ready  for  a  fight 
and  will  not  recede  in  its  determina- 
tion to  force  the  strikers  to  the  wall. 
A  very  serious  situation,  however,  has 
arisen  through  the  inability  of  the 
government  to  communicate  with  its 
foreign  representatives,  tne  strikers 
having  cut  tne  private  telephone 
wires  connecting  the  Elysee  palace 
with  the  various  ministries. 

Troops  are  held  in  readiness  at 
Versailles  to  reinforce  the  Paris 
troops  in  case  any  demonstrations  of 
a  serious  nature  occur  today,  which 
is  a  holiday.  Tliere  is  an  alarming 
rumor  thnt  tbe  secretary  oC  the  rail- 
road emi^oyes  unkm  has  promised  to 
order  oat  these  men  In  a  sympathetic 
strike.

Thus  we  would 
have  an  annual  outlay  of  -$2,800, 
while  the  irovi'rnmi'iit  could  lea-e  the 
hcst  «|u;!itei>  in  the  town  lor  tlie  use 
of   the    Fedeial   o|]ieials     at   a  cost
